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Editorial 

By  the  time  this  issue  appears  our  third  winter  in  Aurora  will  (  we 
hope )  be  completed,  and  the  short,  but  pleasant,  busy  spring  term  at 
hand.  This  term  outdoor  conditions  have  been  the  best  so  far — nothing 
rigourous  in  the  way  of  climate,  and  with  the  lowest  snowfall  for  many 
years.

Beer  is  one  who  has  utilized  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  St.  Andrew's  training  to  the  full,  and  has  demonstrated 
that  it  is  possible,  with  that  training  as  a  basis,  to  obtain  equal  distinc- 
tion in  scholarship  and  athletic  prowess.  His  example  should  prove  an 
inspiration  to  the  present  generation  of  the  school,  and  provide  an  addi- 
tional feather  in  the  cap  of  all  good  Andreans. 
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The  Late  Mr.  J.  K.  Macdonald 

The  late  Mr.  John  Kay  Macdonald.  Honorary  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  St.  Andrew's  College,  paid  his  last  visit  to  the 
school  on  May  26th.  a  year  ago.  The  occasion  was  the  Annual  Inspection 
of  the  Cadet  Corps ;  and  although  the  day  was  showery,  and  Mr.  Mac- 
donald, who  was  in  his  91st  year,  was  not  in  good  health,  he  could  not 
be  deterred  from  visiting  the  school  whose  history  he  had  moulded  from 
the  beginning. 

In  spite  of  the  weather  the  view  from  the  flagstatT  on  the  rising 
ground  overlooking  the  campus  was  inspiring;  the  bright  Highland  uni- 
forms of  the  Cadets  against  the  vivid  green  of  the  playing-fields,  the 
music  of  the  bugles  and  the  bagpipes  must  have  carried  Mr.  Macdonald's 
thoughts  back  to  the  Edinburgh  of  his  childhood ;  he  could,  as  he  often 
remarked,  recall  the  dedication  of  the  national  monument  to  Sir  Walter 
Scott,  and  the  first  visit  of  Queen  X'ictoria  to  her  northern  capital.  Look- 
ing back  over  a  century,  how  nuich  there  was  for  him  to  remember,  and 
how  much  there  was  of  w  hicli  he  could  say  "(luorum  pars  magna  fui"' ! 
Coming  to  Canada  as  a  boy  of  eight,  a  few  years  after  the  rebellion,  when 
Canada  occupied  an  insignificant,  aliuost  a  contemptible  position  in  the 
world,  he  had  been  a  witness  of  Confederation  and  of  the  organization 
and  development  of  half  a  continent  into  a  nation  within  the  Empire;  he 
had  himself  founded  and  successfully  directed  one  of  the  foremost  busi- 
ness enterprises  in  the  Dominion  ;  he  had  organized  and  promoted  numer- 
ous philanthropic  and  religious  undertakings ;  and — what  specially  con- 
cerns ourselves — he  had  watched  over  the  development  of  St.  Andrew's 
College  from  its  earliest  years.  On  that  afternoon  of  the  26th.  Mr. 
Macdonald  had  a  slight  heart  attack  ;  he  had  passed  away  a  month  later. 
He  was  one  of  the  numerous  band  of  Scotchmen  who  have  done  great 
deeds  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  by  his  character,  no  less  than  by  his 
achievements.  Mr.  Macdonald  was  one  of  the  builders  of  Canada. 

Mr.  Macdonald  was  born  in  Edinburgh  in  1837  and  came  to  Canada 
in  1845,  where  his  first  home  was  on  his  father's  farm  in  Peel  County. 
True  to  his  Scotch  ancestry  he  formed  the  purpose  early  in  life  of  entering 
the  Christian  ministry,  and.  after  preliminary  education  at  the  public 
school,  and  the  \\  eston  High  School,  he  attended  one  session  at  Knox 
College,  taking  classes  at  the  same  time  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  In 
1863  an  appointment  as  a  municipal  ofiicer  handling  the  finances  of  the 
counties  of  York  and  Peel  revealed  his  exceptional  capacity  for  a  business 
career  and  induced  him.  with  much  regret  to  relinquish  his  original  de- 
sign.    It  is  significant  of  the  tenacity  with  which  Mr.  Macdonald  pursued 
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any  undertaking,  that  he  continued  to  be  treasurer  of  the  County  of  York, 
for  54  years,  although  the  duties  were  sometimes  delegated  to  a  sub- 
ordinate. 

It  was  in  the  formation  and  administration  of  the  Confederation  Life 
Association  in  1871  that  he  achieved  his  greatest  success.  The  Company 
took  its  name  from  the  historic  event  which  had  but  recently  taken  place, 
and  Mr.  Macdonald  was  one  of  those  who  saw  in  imagination  the  future 
greatness  of  his  adopted  country.  In  the  organization  of  the  Confedera- 
tion Life  he  became  acquainted  with  all  parts  of  the  Dominion,  and  was 
among  the  first  to  grasp  the  financial  importance  of  the  undeveloped  West. 
He  had  the  satisfaction  before  his  death  of  seeing  the  Company  which 
he  had  founded  assume  the  position  of  one  of  the  leading  financial  insti- 
tutions of  the  Dominion. 

In  liis  religious  and  philanthropic  work  he  made  a  rich  contribution 
to  the  community;  he  belonged  to  a  generation  of  business  men  whose  in- 
terest in  the  welfare  of  others  went  hand  in  hand  with  the  success  of  their 
our  undertakings.  The  Presbyterian  Church  would  have  made  him  Moder- 
ator of  its  General  Assembl}-  had  it  been  possible  for  a  layman  to  hold  the 
office.  His  interest  in  neglected  children  led  to  the  founding  of  the 
Children's  Aid  Society.  He  was  always  the  friend  of  young  people 
and  for  many  years  conducted  a  popular  Bible  class.  It  was  his  interest 
in  education  which  made  him  one  of  the  group  who  came  together  in 
1899  to  establish  a  Presbyterian  School  for  boys  in  Toronto. 

Like  many  other  undertakings,  which  have  afterwards  attained  success 
because  there  was  a  real  need  for  their  existence.  St.  .Andrew's  came  into 
being  in  a  somewhat  confused  and  haphazard  way  ;  it  grew  more  rapidly 
than  the  organization  that  controlled  it.  In  the  summer  of  1899  Mr. 
Macdonald  found  hiniMlf  in  his  absence,  and  without  his  consent,  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  new  enterprise.  The  school 
opened  in  September  under  unfavourable  auspices,  and  by  November  he 
discovered  that  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  assmne  the  burden  of  un- 
tangling its  finances  and  directing  its  futiu'e  course.  Before  Christmas. 
Dr.  Bruce,  the  first  Principal,  found  himself  forced,  through  ill  health, 
to  ask  for  leave  of  absence.  Mr.  R.  B.  Tlu)mson  and  Dr.  H.  F.  Meyer, 
members  of  the  staff,  assumed  in  succession  the  duties  of  Acting  Princi- 
pal;  but  by  the  end  of  January  both  of  these  gentlemen  had  notified  the 
Board  tliat  they  were  unwilling  to  continue  to  act.  By  this  time  Mr.  j. 
K.  Macdonald  was  himself  unwell  and  had  gone  to  Atlantic  City.  In  his 
absence  the  IJoard  requested  the  Rev.  D.  Bruce  Macdonald  to  act  tem- 
porarily as  Principal.  In  April  it  became  necessary  to  appoint  a  per- 
manent successor  to  Dr.  Bruce  and  Dr.  Macdonald  became  Principal. 
On  learning  that  his  son  had  accepted  the  appointment.  Mr.  J.  K.  Mac- 
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donald  iniinediately  resigned,  and  was  only  induced  by  the  strongest 
representations  on  the  part  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board  to  resume 
the  office.  He  had  cherished  for  years  the  ambition  that  his  son  should 
become  a  missionary',  and  he  found  difficulty  in  reconciling  himself  to  this 
change  of  plans.  Once,  however,  Mr.  ^Macdonald  had  been  induced  to 
accept  the  situation  he  bent  his  energies  to  the  task  of  extricating  the 
College  from  its  difficulties  and  establishing  it  on  a  firm  basis.  His  busi- 
ness acumen  and  his  sound  judgment  were  indispensable,  and  he  became 
in  a  real  sense  the  father  of  the  institution.  St.  Andrew's  as  it  is  today 
is  the  creation  of  the  son.  but  the  debt  of  St.  Andrew's  to  the  father  is 
removed  only  one  step. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Macdonald's  life  should  be  an  inspiration  to  all  young 
Canadians ;  he  was  at  his  best  on  prize  days  when  he  spoke  to  the  small 
boys ;  his  sympathy  was  perfect.  On  his  ninetieth  birthday  he  was  asked 
for  the  secret  of  his  vitality  and  success,  he  summed  up  his  code  of  living 
as  follows:  "I  have  lived  a  very  active  life.  I  have  had  religious  and 
philanthropic  work  which  has  been  a  great  source  of  strength.  I  have 
never  been  addicted  to  tobacco  or  whiskey ;  I  don't  use  either.  I  am 
regular  in  my  habits,  and  go  home  for  lunch  every  day.  I  am  not  a 
gourmand." 

Mr.  Macdonald  was  a  man  of  great  physical  strength  :  a  man  who 
lived  a  simple  and  frugal  life;  a  man  of  deep  religious  feeling,  who  had 
a  clear  sense  of  the  limitations  of  the  power  of  money  ;  a  man  who  be- 
lieved that  more  things  are  wrought  by  prayer  than  this  world  dreams  of. 
He  had  a  simple  and  sincere  faith,  and  he  loved  his  fellowmen  ;  his  in- 
terest went  out  as  a  Christian  to  the  heathen  whom  he  had  never  seen. 
And  from  another  point  of  view  ]Mr.  Macdonald  had  all  those  qualities 
which  would  have  made  a  great  Roman :  cojistajifia,  gravitas.  pietas, 
humanifas ;  he  fulfilled,  as  Sir  Robert  Falconer  remarked,  the  Horatian 
ideal:    ""Ju^tuni  et  tenacem  propositi  virum."

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Politics  in  St.  Andrew's 

Early  in  February,  the  Debating  Society  of  St.'  Andre\v".s  College  de- 
cided to  hold  a  Mock  Parliament.  Politics.  I  believe,  have  never  before 
been  introduced  into  the  school,  and  the  experinient'proved  quite  a  success, 
although  at  times  feeling  ran  very  high  between  the  two  parties. 

It  is  debatable  whether  it  was  a  wise  policy  to  allow  politics  to  enter 
a  school  of  this  kind,  where  there  are  so  many  boys  of  different  political 
views.  (  )f  course,  there  is  no  floubt  that  the  subject  affords 
excellent  training  and  an  opportunity  to  gain  experience  which  will  be  of 
great  benctit  in  future  life.  Public  speaking  is  an  art  which  must  be 
cultivated  during  youth,  and  nowadays  it  is  an  art  of  which  men  in  every 
path  of  lief  need  some  knowledge.  \\'e  shall  all.  doubtless,  be  called  upon 
at  some  time  or  other,  to  deliver  a  si)eech.  and  the  experience  which  we 
obtain  during  our  schooldays  will  stand  us  in  good  stead  in  later  life.  I 
think,  however,  that  this  necessary  experience  can  be  gained  equally  well 
bv  ordinary  debating  on  less  ticklish  subjects. 

])uring  the  fust  few  days  of  the  contest,  the  boys  almost  without  ex- 
ception threw  themselves  eagerl\-  into  the  spirit  of  the  thing,  and  de- 
clared themselves  as  members  of  either  the  Unionist  or  the  Labour  Party. 
At  first  only  a  mild  spirit  of  friendly  competition  was  evident,  but  when 
the  Parties  really  got  to  work  among  the  student  body,  things  became 
more  animated.  Daily  bulletins  were  jxtsted.  whose  chief  aim  was  seem- 
inglv  that  of  innuendoes  and  sarcasm  directed  against  the  opposing  Party, 
and  decided  friction  was  noticeable.  Everywhere  were  heard  arguments 
which  could  come  to  nothing,  since  only  comparatively  tew  of  the  boys 
understood  fully  the  various  planks  of  their  respective  i)latforms. 

Great  improvements  were  promised  by  both  Unionist  and  Labour 
leaders.  These  included  the  abolition  of  stew  and  jelly  from  the  dinner 
tables,  a  separated  diningroom  for  Third  House,  showers  for  the  .Annex, 
and  other  items  of  ecpial  importance.  A  splendid  feature  of  the  whole 
affair  was  the  sujjixtrting  by  each  Party  of  two  policies  of  natiiMial  in- 
terest, such  as  the  advi.sability  of  limited  immigration  and  the  St.  Lawrence 
waterway  project.  If  these  matters  had  been  stressed  more,  they  would 
have  proved  very  instructive  and  interesting,  giving  everyone  a  closer  in- 
sight into  the  vital  ([uestions  of  Canadian  politics. 

When  the  school  had  been  carefully  canvassed  by  both  leaders,  the 
elections  were  held,  and  the  L^iion  Party  successfully  polled  a  substan- 
tial majority. 

There  now  remained  only  the  actual  holding  of  Parliament,  which 
took  place  on  Saturday  evening,  I'ebruary  23rd.     The  Prayer  Hall  had 
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been  arranged  tn  represent  as  nearly  as  possible  the  House  of  Commons 
in   Ottawa. 

Dr.  Macdonald.  as  Governor-General,  was  escorted  by  a  Guard  of 
Honour  to  the  Senate  House.  He  formally  opened  Parliament  by  read- 
ing the  "Speech  from  the  Throne."  Business  matters  were  then  trans- 
acted and  several  splendid  speeches  were  given  dealing  with  both  school 
and  national  affairs.  Of  course,  no  one  was  allowed  to  speak  in  peace, 
and  many  interruptions  were  made.  One  unruly  member,  disregarding 
the  Speaker's  continued  warnings,  was  forcibly  expelled  from  the  meeting 
by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms.  After  the  budget  had  been  read  and  approved, 
and  all  business  concluded,  the  members  adjourned  to  the  Senate  House, 
where  the  Governor-General  again  made  his  appearance  and  dissolved  the 
Parliament. 

The  session  was  a  great  success,  and  was  very  instructive,  since  it 
gave  the  students  an  excellent  opportunity  to  see  how  parliamentary 
business  is  carried  on.  It  remains,  however,  a  question  of  some  doubt, 
whether  the  instruction  afforded  oft'set  the  ill  effects  of  the  preceding 
campaign.

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November  Rain 

For  days  my  rooniiiiate,  l-^arrell,  and  1  had  been  looking  forward  with 
keen  expectation  to  the  'I'hanksgiving  holidays  when  we  should  have  a 
chance  to  go  duck  shooting. 

'ilie  second  Saturday  of  November  dawned  cheerless  and  gray,  and 
there  was  little  promise  of  fine  weather  in  the  faint  eastern  streak  of  light 
that  only  intensified  the  surrounding  darkness.

.Suddenly  right  in  front  of  us  rose  a  brace  of  ducks,  one  of  which  had 
evidently  been  dela\i(l  and  forced  to  desert  the  Hock  bv  a  drooping  wing. 
broken  pr(  bably  by  scinR-  slra\-  shot,  but  now  nearly  healed.  The  lovalt\- 
evident  in  its  mate  was  touching  in  this  dreary  scene.  True  to  the  hunter's 
instinct,  indeed,  we  each  raised  oiu"  shotguns  and  fired,  vet  in  mv  heart 
of  hearts  1  was  secretly  glad  that  we  misled  tiiem  both,  thoug'.i  l'"arrell 
swore  softlw 

We  decided  that  wt'  each  would  probably  have  better  luck  if  we 
saparated.  Farrell  elected  to  go  west  and  1  was  to  go  east  until,  having 
skirted  the  island,  we  should  meet  on  the  south  shore  to  count  and  recount 
our  luck. 

Alter  wishiiij4  bin)  success.  1  set  otT.  The  gloom  ni  t'.ie  landscape 
was  augmented  b\  a  fnie  drizzle  of  grey  rain.  .\t  first,  padding  softly 
on  the  twisted  reeds  and  lippling  the  pot>ls.  it  made  a  pleasing  break 
in  the  silence.  Presently  the  dull  monotony  oi  the  rain  as  it  settled  into 
a  steady  downpoiu*  began  to  jney  on  my  nerves. 

In  my  nostrils  clung  the  heavy  sceiu  of  death  as  the  rank  growth 
iniderfoot  gave   up   its   life    for  another  year  to   the  chill    November  air. 
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The  clouds,  grown  more  jagged,  rolled  in  a  black  mass  across  the  sky. 
propelled  by  a  rising  gale  which  froze  the  marrow  in  one's  bones.  My 
clothes  were  sodden,  and  I  found  it  harder  than  ever  to  drag  mv  heavv 
boots,  encrusted  with  the  mud  of  the  slough. 

As  I  was  ploughing  along  by  the  edge  of  the  lake  I  heard  a  violent 
splashing  on  the  left,  accompanied  by  a  shrill  honking.  All  at  once  I  saw 
a  flock  of  ducks  rise  almost  overhead.  I  raised  my  gun  and  fired  once, 
twice,  haphazardly  into  their  midst.  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  two 
drop  out — and  down,  landing  a  few  yards  ahead.  Another  one  fluttered 
into  the  lake  and  lay  still.     But  alas,  it  was  beyond  my  reach. 

I  picked  up  my  trophies  and  tramped  on.  I  had  no  more  luck  even 
by  the  time  I  had  arrived  at  the  rotting  stump,  last  of  its  clan,  set  as  our 
meeting  place.

In  spite  of  myself 
my  mind  began  to  run  anuick.  Into  it  darted  weird  phantasmagorias.  I 
saw  myself  going  insane,  wandering  around  tmtil  I  should  die  of  starva- 
tion. I  pictured  myself  lying  there  dead  and  forsaken  with  the  cold  rain 
and  fetid  air  rotting  away  whatever  the  birds  would  leave,  until  I  sank 
beneath  the  swamp,  lost  forever  from  the  sight  of  loved  ones  .... 

Suddenly  the  sohition  of  the  enigma  that  had  kept  the  sinumer  colon\- 
agog  all  last  season  dawned  tipon  me.  Early  last  summer  a  friend  of 
mine,  one  of  the  brightest  boys  in  oiu^  set,  with  a  brilliant  future  before 
him  and  an  assured  position  awaiting  him  at  the  end  of  college,  had  shot 
himself.  He  was  fotnid  several  days  later  on  this  very  island,  but  no  one 
had  been  able  to  imderstand  why  he  had  done  it.  for  he  had  left  home 
that  morning  in  particularly  cheerful  spihits.  Now  his  motive  was  no 
longer  a  mystery  to  me  for  I  recalled  the  seeming  trivial  fact  that  the  day 
he  left  was  exactly  like  this ! 

Realizing  with  terror  that  I  might  soon  do  as  he  had  done.  I  decided 
to  set  out  and  look  for  Farrell — anything  to  occupy  my  mind  !  I  began 
to  slink  along  through  the  quagmire,  feeling  a  kinship  with  the  despised 
water-rat.  The  wind  and  rain  beat  coldly  against  my  face.  As  I  con- 
tinued due  west  along  the  shore,  wading  across  the  imcertain  ground.  I 
turned  east  at  the  end  of  the  island.

There  was 
neither  stick  nor  stone  to  be  seen.  His  rifle  lay  beside  me.  With  my  wet 
handkerchief  I  tied  it  securely  to  my  own  gun.  I  leaned  toward  him. 
stretching  out  the  improvised  pole.     It  reached! 

Clawing  at  it  almost  hysterically,  my  friend  started  to  move,  but  his 
encumbered  weight  made  me  lose  my  balance.  1  fell,  but  we  both  kept 
hold  of  the  rifles  and  I  was  able  to  .scramble  back  to  a  footing  before  I  was 
myself  sucked  in. 

1  threw  nuself  on  my  stomach  and  by  dint  of  hard  pulling,  bit  In- 
bit,  he  was  drawn  to  the  surface  and  collapsed  gasping  beside  me  where 
I  lav  feeling  as  if  all  my  blood  vessels  had  burst  in  my  ears. 

When  we  had  recovered  our  breath,  without  a  word  we  painfully 
made  our  way  over  the  tortuous  path  to  the  boat.  keei>ing  a  sharp  lookout 
for  innocent-seeming  puddk's. 

The  brief  winter  twilight  had  nearly  almost  closed  in  upon  us  as  we 
scrambled  into  the  boat  and  pushed  otV  tor  home.  l>y  this  time  the  wind 
was  blowing  into  (|uite  a  gale,  and  owing  to  my  friends  weakness.  I  liad 
to  do  the  rowing,  and  an  arduous  task  it  was  with  the  boat  pitching  in  the 
high  seas.  After  two  hours  t)f  backbreaking  etYort  and  when  we  had  just 
consumed  unv  last  match  in  reading  the  compass  in  the  darkness,  the  nose 
of  the  boat  bumped  the  dock  and  we  slid  gently  and  gratefully  into  the 
berth.

I 
was  well  content  to  spend  the  rest  of  the  holiday  pouring  over  Martha 
Ostenso's  depressing  but  mood-titting  Wild  Ciccsc.  preferring  the  vicarious 
exj)erience  to  the  actual  thing,  and  cheering  myself  with  appetizing 
thoughts  of  turke\-  on  the  morrow.

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Victoria  to  Vancouver 

One  typical  summer  morning  in  July  a  friend  and  I  decided  to  takt 
the  trip  from  \'ictoria  to  Vancouver  by  air,  rather  than  make  the  usual 
tedious  passage  of  the  straits  by  boat.  The  aeroplane  passenger  service 
between  \'ictoria-\'ancouver-Seattle  had  only  been  running  a  short  time 
and  we  were  making  our  first  trip  across  by  aeroplane,  as  well  as  our  first 
flight  of  any  kind  in  the  air.  The  aeroplanes  were  twelve-passenger  tri- 
motored  Fokkers  and  were  as  luxurious  as  any  of  the  modern  busses. 

\\'e  left  the  airdrome  early  in  the  forenoon.  I  had  been  looking  for- 
ward to  my  first  flight  in  the  air  with  eagerness,  and  I  was  not  disappoint- 
ed. The  airport  in  \ictoria  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  ^It.  Tolmie.  about  a 
mile  from  the  centre  of  the  citw  We  entered  the  plane  a  few  minutes 
before  it  was  scheduled  to  start  and  took  our  seats  about  midway  between 
the  vision  window  and  the  pilot's  compartment.  We  had  not  long  to  wait 
before  the  pilot,  after  making  sure  that  the  other  passengers  were  aboard, 
took  his  seat  and  signalled  to  a  mechanic  to  turn  the  propeller.  The  en- 
gine started  with  a  roar,  and  after  it  had  run  for  a  few  moments  we 
were  off. 

A  short  run  down  the  field,  and  the  plane  took  to  the  air.  1  hardly 
knew  that  we  were  ofl:'  the  ground  except  by  the  sight  of  the  objects  below 
us  gradually  growing  smaller.  We  had  soon  risen  far  enough  from  the 
ground,  and  the  plane  was  turned  in  the  direction  of  \'ancouver.  I  had 
a  wonderful  view  of  the  city  and  could  distinguish  many  of  its  landmarks. 
We  were  presently  over  the  straits  and  could  see  the  waves  below  beating 
against  the  rocky  shore.  Passing  over  James  Island,  on  which  the  powder 
works  are  situated,  we  could  see  the  factory  and  the  homes  of  the  workers. 
The  men  looked  like  small  dots  and  the  houses  like  dolls'  houses. 

We  passed  a  couple  of  steamers  coming  from  the  (_)rient.  so  the  pilot 
announced.  We  could  see  the  Pacific  Ocean  far  back  of  us  and  in  front. 
the  mainland,  which  seemed  to  be  rapidly  growing  more  distinct.  The 
straits  are  entirely  dotted  with  small  islands  in  this  part  and  I  watched 
them  passing  beneath  us.  The  plane  was  making  good  speed  and  it  was 
not  long  before  I  could  see  the  smoke  of  \'ancouver  int  he  distance. 
Soon  I  could  distinguish  houses  and  buildings  and  see  the  ships  in  the 
harbour. 

Ten  minutes  after  sighting  \'ancouver  we  were  over  the  city,  flying 
quite  low.  and  there  was  a  wonderful  view  of  the  cit_\'  and  the  surrounding 
country  and  one  could  see  the  people  bathing  at  English  Bay.  \'ancouver's 
finest  beach  and  bathing  resort.     In  a  few  minutes  we  were  circling  the 
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airport  and  began  to  land.  1  could  see  the  ground  rushing  towards  us 
and  just  as  I  expected  the  plane  to  crash,  it  levelled  off  and  landed  with 
scarcely  a  jar.  The  passengers  alighted  and  thanking  the  pilot  selected 
their  taxis  from  the  rank  and  left  for  their  destinations.  So  ended  my 
first  trip  by  air — sixty  miles  in  forty-five  minutes.  The  same  trip  by  boat 
would  take  four  hours.

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On  Boxing 


■'Isn't  it  awful?  Did  you  see  about  this  poor  boxer?  1  think  boxing 
is  too  rough.  Believe  me.  when  my  son  gets  big  enough  he  won't  box, 
I'll  see  to  that !"  This  may  have  been  heard  in  many  homes  throughout 
the  continent  a  few  weeks  ago,  as  the  morning  paper  was  picked  up  and 
the  headline,  '"Boxer  Is  Killed,"  caught  the  vision  of  the  sleepy  reader, 
"^'et  that  same  son  will  probably  play  rugby  and  hockey,  and  the  last 
ones  to  stop  him  will  be  those  same  parents  who  were  so  adverse  to  his 
learning  to  protect  himself  in  a  real  British  way. 

This  hostile  attitude  to  the  "manly  art"  is  really  absurd,  as  anyone 
can  easily  see  by  looking  into  boxing  statistics.  Shortly  after  the  un- 
fortunate tragedy  a  statement  that  only  three  persons  have  been  killed 
while  boxing  in  any  official  ring  of  Canada  appeared  in  one  of  the  daily 
papers.  When  this  is  compared  with  the  number  of  deaths  in  rugby  and 
hockey  it  is  found  to  be  remarkably  small.  Yet,  why  is  it  people  have  the 
idea  that  boxing  is  such  a  monstrously  rough  sport? 

Perhaps,  when  people  read  of  the  old-time  boxing,  which  after  all 
was  really  fighting:  when  they  read  of  the  days  of  J.  S.  Sullivan,  Jim 
Mace,  Charlie  Mitchell  and  the  other  pioneers  of  professional  boxing,  in 
the  days  when  a  man  in  order  to  win  a  bout  had  to  fight  with  all  his  animal 
instinct  for  fifty,  seventy  or  a  hundred  roimds,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at  that  their  fears  are  aroused.  Besides,  one  must  remember  that  in  those 
days  boxing  gloves  had  been  as  yet  unheard  of  and  no  padding  of  any 
sort  was  used  to  cover  the  hands.  But  even  then  were  the  casualties  very 
numerovis  ? 

Examine  how  boxers  are  usually  hurt.  Take,  for  example,  that 
same  boy  who  was  recently  killed.  Was  it  to  the  punches  and  bruises, 
received  while  he  was  on  his  feet,  that  he  succumbed  ?  Xo,  he  lost  con- 
sciousness and  pivoted  on  one  foot  as  he  fell.  His  head  hit  the  canvassed 
floor  with  a  resounding  crash  which  could  be  heard  in  the  farthest  corners 
of  the  hall.  \\  hen  he  finally  passed  away  and  was  examined,  the  cause 
was  attributed  to  a  fractured  skull,  sustained  at  the  moment  his  head  hit 
the  floor.  It  is  in  a  similar  manner  to  this  that  most  accidents  occur  in 
boxing,  and  yet,  people  condemn  it  as  dangerous  without  considering  that 
the  same  might  happen  to  any  one  of  them  if  thev  suddenlv  fainted  and 
fell. 

Again  people  will  ask:  Even  if  all  this  is  true,  why  learn  to  box? 
W^hat  is  the  fun  of  standing  up  to  someone  who  is  continually  battering 
and  bruising  your  face,  and  of  doing  your  best  to  discolour  his  for  him  ? 
If  you  look  at  it  from  that  point  of  view  my  advice  is  to  leave  the  sport 
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alone.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  piek  out  the  good  points  in  boxing;  pick 
out  all  those  whieh  make  it  what  it  is.  First  of  all  it  teaches  one's 
eyes  to  act  quickly,  for  only  one  lesson  is  necessary  to  show  me  that 
hesitation  is  a  severe  handicap  in  boxing,  as  it  is  in  any  walk  of  life.  It 
also  teaches  a  fellow  to  take  punishment  without  losing  his  head,  to  think 
coolly  and  eiYectively  and  to  understand  the  joy  of  having  real  condition, 
for  condition  is  needed  almost  above  everything  to  box  successfully. 
Above  all  its  effect  is  such  that  in  later  days  one  may  think  twice  before 
using  unfair  means  to  better  one's  position  among  one's  fellows. 

To  those  who  would  keep  their  sons  from  learning  the  fistic  art  I 
would  sav  they  are  making  a  grave  mistake,  which  the  child  will  deeply 
regret  on  his  arrival  at  a  mature  age.

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Tobacco  Growing 


Not  many  have  seen  very  much  of  the  field-labour  that  goes  into 
the  making  of  a  cigar  or  cigarette,  and  most  people  will  be  surprised 
to  hear  that  a  tobacco  plant  is  a  species  of  tomato,  and  ranges  from 
three  to  five  feet  in  height  with  a  leaf  shaped  like  a  beaver  tail,  only 
nuich  larger.  1  have  seen  a  tobacco  leaf,  grown  in  Ontario  last  summer, 
two  and  a  half  feet  long  and  over  a  foot  and  a  half  wide. 

About  the  end  of  March  the  seeds  are  planted  in  green-houses  and 
are  watered  two  or  three  times  a  day.  A  month  passes  and  the  little 
plants  are  readv  for  transplanting  into  the  fields.  This  is  a  very  slow 
and  tedious  job,  but  lately  has  been  simi)lified  by  a  planting-machine 
drawn  by  a  team  of  horses  or  a  tractor.  This  machine  digs  the  small 
furrows,  and  <lro])s  some  water  and  fertilizer  every  foot  and  a  half, 
'i'wo  men  sit  at  the  back  and  droj)  the  plants  alternately,  and  a  contriv- 
ance behind  them  closes  the  furrow,  just  leaving  the  tips  of  the  j)lants 
visible. 

Then  comes  the  long-drawn-out  business  of  hoeing  and  cultivating. 
This  goes  on  for  two  and  a  half  or  three  months,  and  all  the  time  the 
tobacco  is  growing.  \\  hen  it  has  come  to  tlie  necessary  height,  the  tops 
are  broken  ofi',  leaving  aI)out  twelve  or  fourteen  leaves  to  a  plant.  The 
reason  for  "topping",  as  it  is  called,  is.  to  let  the  nourishment  and 
growth  go  out  into  the  leaves,  and  not  uj).  lUu  when  this  is  done,  suckers 
form  in  between  the  leaves  and  the  stalk  and  nnist  be  broken  otT  or  they 
will  take  up  all  the  nourishment  ;  and  so  "suckering"  commences  about  a 
week  after  the  topping.  You  can  imagine,  with  twelve  to  fourteen  on 
every  plant,  bending  over  each  one  day  after  da}'  until  twenty- fovir  acres 
have  been  covered,  that  it  gets  beyond  a  joke,  as  there  are  one  thousand 
plants   to   the   acre. 

Towards  the  end  of  .August  the  leaves  begin  to  turn  a  yellowish 
colour,  and  preparations  are  made  for  the  cutting  or  harvesting.  This 
is  done  by  laying  lathes  end  to  end  up  every  four  rows.  Southerners 
arc  usually  hired  to  cut  the  tobacco  as  it  retpures  experience  and  dex- 
terity. It  is  done  witli  a  knife  shaped  like  an  '"S"  with  a  handle  on  it, 
and  sharp  as  a  razor  (tn  both  sides.  The  stalk  of  the  plant  is  split  down 
the  centre  and  cut  otif  at  the  bottom.  It  is  then  put  astraddle  the  lathe 
which  is  held  by  a  man.  The  cutters  take  two  rows  apiece  with  the  lathe 
holder  in  between.  You  would  think  this  a  very  slow  business,  but  the 
way  the  Southerner  can  cut  each  stalk  right  down  the  centre  without 
a  miss,  is  indeed  surprising.  The  laths,  with  seven  jilants  on  each  one, 
are   piled    neatly   on    flat-wagons    and    taken    to    the    flue-barns   or   kilns. 
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The  barns  hold  one  acre  of  tobacco  each,  and  are  heated  with  furnaces. 
The  plants  are  hun^  up  here  and  dried  at  an  intense  heat,  which  gradually 
gets  stronger,  and  which  lasts  day  and  night  for  three  days,  and  someone 
must  be  tending  the  tires  all  the  time.  The  tobacco  is  then  carted  to  the 
room  where  the  leaves  are  stripped  from  the  stalks,  packed  and  shipped 
awav.

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A  Habitant 

Among  the  population  of  the  nickel-mining  district  in  Xorthern 
Ontario  there  are  many  interesting  and  picturesque  types,  but  there 
are  none  more  so  than  the  subject  of  this  article,  the  French-Canadian 
liabitant.  Louis  l>onhommc. 

lie  is  a  squatter  who  has  lived  on  Lake  W'anapitee  for 
over  forty  years  and  has  seen  a  great  change  come  over  the  surround- 
ing country  in  the  latter  part  of  that  i)eriod. 

When  he  was  twenty  years  of  age,  Louis  left  his  home  in  Southern 
Quebec  and  settled  on  a  small  clearing  near  Sudbury.  The  town  began 
to  expand  very  rajMdly.  and  one  spring  he  moved  farther  north,  to  the 
east  shore  of  Lake  W'anapitee.  He  first  cut  out  a  small  clearing  near 
the  shore  and  built  a  neat  log  cabin  from  logs  he  had  cut  the  previous 
winter.  \\'hen  his  cabin  was  finished,  he  set  about  clearing  enough  land 
to  sow  a  small  grain-crop.  15y  aulunm  he  had  cleared  about  five  acres, 
but  his  crop  was  very  small  and  it  brought  him  little  profit. 

The  tirst  winter  on  Lake  W'anapitee  was  a  dismal  one  for  Louis, 
and  he  often  wished  he  had  remained  in  old  (Juebec ;  but  still  again, 
the  spirit  of  adventure  and  a  new  open-air  life  called  him  on.  ]n  the 
long  stormy  winter  months  he  trapped  and  hunted  in  the  surrounding 
country.  When  Spring  came,  early  in  May  he  had  gathered  together 
(|uite  a  batch  of  vahiable  furs.  After  the  ice  broke  up.  Louis  packed 
the  lurs  in  his  c^moe  and  '<et  oiU  for  Sndbin-\ .  which  was  the  nearest 
trading  point. 

Although  a  sensible  canoeman.  he  set  oU  directlv  across  the  lake 
instead  of  keeping  to  the  shore.  When  he  had  covered  about  half  the 
distance  to  the  portage,  a  bad  storm  arose  and  after  a  rough  three-mile 
paddle,  he  reached  a  small  cave  about  four  miles  from  the  regular  port- 
age. He  was  forced  to  pack  all  his  furs  through  thick  woods  and  brush 
till  he  came  to  the  portage  which  led  across  the  hills  to  Sudbury,  now 
a  thriving  mining  town.  Here  he  sold  his  furs  for  two  hundred  dollars, 
which  he  spent  for  supplies  and  clothes.  He  remained  in  Sudbury  that 
night  and  set  off  early  the  following  morning  for  his  home,  which  he 
reached  safely,  and  then  set  about  his  work  on  his  small   farm. 

After  the  ice  had  disappeared  and  the  snow  was  all  otY  the  ground, 
he  began  to  cultivate  his  land.  In  the  autumn  he  reaped  his  small 
harvest.  The  next  winter  was  a  repetition  of  the  first,  and  in  the  spring 
he  took  his  usual  trip  across  the  lake  and  thence  to  Sudburv. 
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Five  years  passed  away.  His  farm  had  increased  and  he  now  had 
ahnost  twenty-five  acres  of  cleared  land  from  which  he  had  saved 
a  considerable   sum. 

One  day  while  in  Sudbury,  Louis  met  a  pretty  young  squaw  with 
whom  he  fell  in  love.  The  following  spring  they  were  married,  and 
Louis  took  his  young  wife  to  his  new  home  which  he  had  built  the 
previous  winter.  That  summer  Louis  worked  harder  than  ever  before, 
and  his  profits   for  the  year  exceeded  all  previous  gains. 

Louis  and  his  young  wife  lived  happily  together  and  had  several 
children,  three  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  When  his  sons  and  daughters 
were  old  enough  they  left  their  home  and  went  out  into  the  world  to 
make  a  living  for  themselves.  Three  of  the  sons  were  killed  in  the  war. 
Three  other  sons  and  four  daughters  are  married  and  have  moved  to 
nearbv  towns.  There  are  still  two  small  sons  and  three  daughters  at 
home. 

About  ten  years  ago,  the  Spanish  River  Lumber  Company  built  a 
large  dam  where  the  lake  is  drained  by  the  South  River.  The  dam 
held  back  a  great  body  of  water.  The  lake  rose  a  considerable  distance 
and  flooded  a  large  portion  of  Louis"  farm.  He  sued  the  Lumber  Com- 
pany and  received  a  large  sum  in  compensation.  He  then  moved  farther 
east  on  the  lake  to  the  mouth  of  the  Xorth  River.  He  has  been  there 
for  the  last  ten  years  and  is  living  happily  with  his  new  wife,  a  young 
squaw,  whom  he  married  last  spring.  His  first  wife  had  died  of  influ- 
enza the  previous  winter. 

Louis  is  a  typical  French-Canadian  backwoodsman,  and  is  the 
character  mentioned  by  Henry  Drummond  in  many  of  his  poems  about 
the  Habitant.  Louis'  small  farm  is  three  miles  from  our  summer  camp 
and  we  often  paddle  over  to  visit  our  old  friend,  who  is  always  glad 
to  see  an  acquaintance,  and  will  always  give  you  a  hearty  welcome. 
Louis  is  a  great  boaster,  as  most  habitants  are,  and  his  talks  about  his 
many  hunting  exploits  show  his  highly  imaginative  and  boastful  char- 
acter. 

The  French-Canadian  habitant  race  is  fast  dying  out  in  Northern 
Ontario,  but  they  will  always  be  remembered  for  their  good  nature,, 
steadfastness  in  friendship,  and  loyalty. 
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The  Blinded  Goddess 

Some  months  ago  1  had  occasion  to  attend  a  session  of  the  Police 
Court  in  one  of  our  country's  largest  cities.  I  viewed  the  procession  of 
minor  cases  with  mild  interest.  They  consisted  largely  of  disorderly 
conduct,  infractions  of  the  traffic  laws,  and  petty  thefts.  Suddenly,  how- 
ever, the  pompous  clerk  arose  and  commenced  to  stumble  over  a  long 
list  of  Chinese  names.

Canada's  system  of  justice  is  governed  by  a  definite  list  of  maximum 
and  mininuun  penalties  and  the  magistrate,  regardless  of  his  personal 
opinion,  was  obliged  to  line  each  of  the  Chinese  fifty  dollars.  With 
Oriental  stoicism  the  forty  olTenders  tiled  out  to  deposit  at  the  clerk's 
desk  a  sheal  of  hills.  .Strangers,  in  a  foreign  atmo>pheri'.  the\'  were 
einiieshed  in  a  system   they  made  no  pretense  of   understanding. 

"So  this,"   I  thought,  "is  an  example  of  Occidental  justice  on  ( )rieiual 
offenders." 

We  boast  that  Canada's  system  of  justice  is  impartial  to  rich  and 
poor  alike,  but  is  it  impartial  to  the  conglomerate  population  of  our 
coimtry?  Does  our  .system  permit  the  consideration  of  crime  from  all 
angles  ? 

In  this  instance  the  Chinese  were  not  aware  of  an\thing  wrong  in 
their  actions;  their  consciences  were  clear.  Is  justice  merely  a  scale  of 
retribution?  or  is  it  the  setting  of  punishment  to  fit  the  crime — not  merely 
in  the  light  of  the  offense  against  society  but  in  the  actual  consciousness 
of  the  iiuilt  of  the  oiTender? 
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The  money  meant  little  or  nothing  to  the  Chinese.  They  regarded 
the  intercession  of  the  law  merely  as  an  imfortunate  and  regrettable 
occurrence.  The  police  themselves  were  merely  a  body  of  men  whose 
existence  forced  them  and  their  countrymen  to  indulge,  under  cover, 
in  pleasures  they  consider  harmless  and  rational. 

The  suggestion  that  Canadian  justice  discriminates  between  the 
Oriental  and  the  white  man  is  a  repugnant  one,  yet  such,  if  not  by  intent, 
then  through  ignorance,  is  the  case.  It  must  be  remembered  that  al- 
though 'what  is  sauce  for  the  goose  is  sauce  for  the  gander'  may  be 
quite  true,  in  the  case  of  the  chicken  it  is  an  entirely  different  matter. 

The  Plebeans  of  ancient  Rome  rebelled  because  they  were  subject 
to  punishment  imder  unwritten  laws.  The  distinction  between  such  a 
system  and  one  wherein  an  individual  is  punished  when  he  is  unconscious 
of  his  wrongdoing,  is  very  slight.  Highly  paid  mental  experts  defend 
the  kleptomaniac  and  keep  him  from  answering  for  crimes  for  which 
he  is  irresponsible.  Ls  not  the  duty  of  the  Criminal  Court  obvious  in 
dealing  with  the  Oriental? 

Some  one  has  conceived  justice  as  blindfolded.  Is  this  an  attempt 
at  irony?  Is  the  meaning  "'blind  to  anything  but  the  truth",  or  "blind 
to  the  facts"?  Has  our  lay  system  shackled  the  dispenser  of  justice 
until  he  can  only  see  the  crime  through  the  eyes  of  the  State?  Surely 
this  would  be  a  grievous  state  of  affairs. 

As  these  thoughts  coiu^sed  through  my  mind  I  glanced  to  the 
figure  of  justice  carved  in  relief  above  the  Bench.  There  she  stood, 
holding  aloft  the  scales — straight  and  stern — but  no.  I  thought  I  de- 
tected a  smile  about  the  lips  and  wondered  whether  one  eye  winked 
under  the  bandage.

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This  Education  of  Ours

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Two  Thumbnail  Sketches 

I.  THE  WAITIXG  R00:M   AT   THE   STATION.
